The Savings of a Lifetime Taken 


By a Bold Thief. 


;ss Brand, of Lawreneeburg, Ind., is 
the Victim; $10,000 the Amount. 


I'he Crirue "IVas Committed on a Crowded 


Stiver in Cincinnati, But the 
Thief 


Made His Kscnpe—The Money, in a 


Suck, Was Snatched From Her. 


TI, Dec. 7. — Josephine 


Brand, a single woman 43 years of age, 
whose home is in Lawrenceburg, Ind., 
was robbed of 510,000 at a o'clock 
Thursday evening, the robbery occur- 
ring on Central avenue in plain sight 
of many people. 


For fourteen years Miss Brand taught 


school and saved all her money, which 
she turned over to her father to invest 
for her. Twelve years ago she resigned 
her position of teacher, and has not 
sincd taken up this work. 


Last summer her father died, and the 


monev which represented the savings 
of her lifetime being tied up in bonds, 
she sold them to Hunter's bank, of 
Lawrenceburg, 
'and deposited 
the 


money, S9,SOO, with the Central Trust 
and Deposit Co., of this city. 


Thursday morning she came to the 


city with the intention o.f drawing out 
of bank all her money and taking it 
back to Lawrenceburg. 
She had a 


draft for 83IS on the Citizen's bank, of 
this city, and, after cashing it,' -wrap- 
ped the money in a handkerchief and 
secreted it under !her corsage. After 
shopping several hours she drew the 
money, and after 
placing 
it in a 


satin'handbag, 
closed 
with draw- 


strings, she started for the Grand Cen- 
tral depot. 


As she was going down Central av- 


enue, between Fourth and McFarland 
streets, a man suddenly slipped behind 


1 her, and grabbing the bag, gave it a 
pull. 
The jerk displaced a lot of 


bundles which she had under her arm, 
and as "she struggled to raise them she 
released her hold on the bag. The 
thief ran up Central avenue and disap- 
peared on Fourth street and the wom- 
an's screams soon drew a crowd. 


She was taken to Well's drug store, 


where she telephoned to her nephew, 
Frank Hooke, -who is employed in the 
city as a bookkeeper. Before he ar- 
rived, however, she was taken to police 
headquarters, which had been notified. 
Here she stated that no one was aware 
of her intention to draw the money, 
even her attorneys being unaware of 
the fact. She said that the money con-

her loss and departed on a night train 
for LawrencebW.

was some petty thief who committed 
the job, not expecting such a rich haul.

AGENT FOR BROKEN BANKS. 


An Amendment to the Present Law Pro- 


posed by Representative Warner. 


WASHIXGTOX. Dec. 7.—Representa- 


tive DeWitt Warner, of New York, has 
introduced in the house a bill to amend" 
the law of June 30, 1375. regarding the 
appointment of receivers of national 
banks. It provides that when banking 
associations are placed in receivers' 
hands, and -when the controller of 
the currency has paid to creditors (not 
including shareholders who are cred- 
itors), whose claims shall have been 
proved, the full amount of 
such 


claims 
and 
the 
redemption 
of 


circulating 
notes 
has 
been pro- 


vided for. the controller shall call 
a meeting of the shareholders at which 
they shall elect an agen'c. When the 
agent has received votes representing 
at least a majority of the stock in value 
and number of shares, and when the 
shareholders have executed a bond for 
the discharge of all claims thereafter 
proved against the association, the 
controller and the receiver, are to 
transfer to the agent all undivided or 
all uncollected or other assets and 
property of the association then re- 
maining in their hands. The controller 
and receiver shall thereupon be dis- 
charged from all liabilities to the asso- 
ciation and to its creditors and share- 
holders and the agent is authorized to 
finally settle a.nd distribute the prop- 
ertv in his hands. 


FT. WOHTJJ, Tex., Dec. 7.—One of the 


boldest and most daring train robber- 
ies ever known to have been commit- 
ted in Texas took place eig-ht miles 
west of here and two miles east of 
Benbrook station Thursday evening 
about 0 o'clock.

Fort 
Worth is the end of the express run, 
and the safe doors were open.

At 6 o'clock the train was Stopped, 


and thirty minutes later it was in Ft. 
Worth. The exact amount the rob- 
bers secured is not known, but it is 
said to have been in the neighborhood 
of 5140,000 in money and gold bullion, 
en route from San Francisco to Wash- 
ington.
